Yowands the spring, when horses have 
Boon many months highly fed on corn, ear: 
rots are oxtromely serviceable, inde 

necessary. During winter they should be

Tillage and Heavy Manuring. 


Two very important helps to earline 
me not suiliciently understood —hoavy 
manuring and high tillage, Heavy manur- 
ing is usually given with av to big 
crops, and no gardener for amoment would 
think of dispensing witht, But it serves 
a farther purposo—that of inducing w quick 
growth, When ‘lant food is ready aihana 
in abundance, of courte the growing crop 
consumes more of it; and this very food 
develops fnore’ feeding “organs, whieh in 
turn lielp to build up the plant and to send 
the roots deeper. Altogether a thrifty, 
quick and tender growth is induced at a 
tine when ii poorer soil and cunfayorable 
weather, the plant would barely live and 
hold its own, The most marked effect of 
leayy manuring for earliness, is especially 
noticeable on Cabbage, Lettuce, Beets, 

_ Asparagus and Rhubarb. Upon’ these 
crops it pays to apply at least 100 tons of 
manure per acre, 

Frequent ‘ahd alinost’ constant till 
pars, not only for. the increase of the c 

but also for quickening it. This effect I 
haye noticed as very marked npon what wo 
might call the hot weather crops,'Tomatoes, 
Melons, Cucumbers, Squashes, Beans and 
Corn. So- much is gainod by frequent til- 
lage, that I think if two crops of melons 
be raised, one on sod in the hot bed and set 
out in tho garden and given the usual 
tillage, and the other plauted at the time 
of setting out the first, and given three 
times the tillagosay that it be worked 
twice a weeck—the latter, crop will be as 
early, if not indeed earlier, than the for- 
mer, Cabbage, too, seems especially sus- 
coptible to this forwarding by tillage, and 
if to this bo added the heavy manuring 
before recommended, tho abilities of 
the crop will certainly astonish the inexpe- | 
ricneed. I have noticed such remarkable 
results from constant thorough tillage, not 
only in promotion of earliness bat in int 
croase of yield, that I have thought that 
Upon this class of crops manure might be 
pesrensed with and yields both large and | 
early be secured, if the tillage only be sufti- 
cient—J. B, R., in Fruit.

| visited it in 185: The Englishmen and | 
| American explored its northern portion, | 
and discovered that the river at its north- 
western extremity flowed into it, so that 
any theory of this lake being the feeder of 
anza and of the Nile 
thrown. Yet there seems to be, 
rding to the reports of ‘the natives to 
Baker, a water connection between 
Tanganyika and the Nile, and negroes had 
asserted that they came in canoes irom 
Ujiji, through the river and pools at the 
head of this lake, then over the grand body 
of water, the Albert Lake, to the mouth of 
the Victoria Lake. This interesting geo- 
graphical question will in all probability be 
tested by Lieut. Cameron's explorations.

Tanganyika appears to be a long 
or volcanic depression in the u 
filled up with water. It is a lake from 15 
to 25 miles broad, and about 350 long; run- 
ning almost north-west and south-east, and 
with mountains 2,000 or 3,000 feet h igh on 
each side. Its height above the sea is 2,- 
710 feet. Owing probably to a continuous 
south-east monsoon, its waters become 
heaped up several feet at the north end a- 
bove the oem of the south, and on account 
of evaporation and wind there is a different 
current at different seasons through it; the 
waters are kept sweet by this current. 


The previous travellers were unable to 
discover an outlet to the lake, but Cameron 
hes already had the good fortune to find 
sms a stream leading from it toward 
Down this river, and into the 
pathless wilderness beyond, the bold young 
explorer has plunged, and now for several 
months has been lost to view.

How Postage Stamps aro Made. | 


In printing, steel plates 
which two hundred stamps are engraved. | 
Two men are kept hard at work covering 
them with colored inks and passing them 
toa man or girl, who are equally busy at | 
printing them with large rolling hand | 
presses. Three of these little squads are | 

s- 

es can be put into use in case of necessity. 
After the small sheets of paper on which 
the tvo hundred stamps are engraved have 
dried enough, they are sent into another 
room and gummed. Tho gum used for 
this purpose is a peculiar composition,made 
of the powder of dried potatoes and ‘other 
vegetables with water, which is better than 
any other material—for instance, the gum 
arabic, which cracks the paper badly. ‘This 
paper is of peculiar texture, somewhat 
similar to that used for bank notes. After 
haying been again dried, this time on little 
racks Which are fanned by steam power, 
for about one hour, they are put between 
sheets of pasteboard and pressed in hy- 
draulic presses, capable of appl 
weight of two thousand tons. The 
thing is to cut the shect in half ; ench, of 
course, when cut, contains 
stamps. ‘This is done by 
pair of sheers, cutting b 
ferred to that of machinery, which method | 
would destroy too many stamps. They are 
then passed to other squads who, in iany | 
operations, perforate the sheets between 
| the stamps. Next they are pressed once | 
more, and then packed and Jabelled, and 
then stowed away in another room prepar:

In moving the adoption of the report, Mr,

There is a branch in education of the 

utmost importance which is omitted from 

the course of instruction in every institu- 

tion, from the pcorest district school to the 

most distinguished seats of learning in the 

land. It is a branch of the deepest inter- 

est to all trades, professions and employ- 

ments, especially for the poor and ignorant. 

It may be denominated the art of keeping | 
employed—of managing so as to bring down 

idle days to the least practicable number. 

For it is the idle days that do the harm, | 
that eat up savings, keep men poor, and | 
open the door to vice and crime. Within 

the past two years thousands have spent 
many weary and bitter days in heart-| 
breaking and demoralizing idleness, sim- 
ly for the lack of instruction in this art. 
Hundreds of men in the City of New York 
to-day, who have been all their lives book- 
keepers, and are throwa out of business by 
the dullness of trade, are actively searching 
for book-keeping places, It is for the pres- 
ent impossible that they should all find such 
employment ; yet when they are advised to 
undertake some other work they are in 
despair, Some years since a skilled work- 
man applied to a business man in this city 
to find him work. The gentleman asked 

“What can you do?” The man said, “I 
am the best hand at my trade in this coun- 
try; eyery one in the trade admits it- I} 
ought to have work, but I can get none, | 
and my family are in danger of starving. 

The demand for labor in his trade had sud- 
denly fallen of, and the house where he 
had worked had been obliged to discharge 
him, as their operations were stopped, The 
gentleman said, ‘‘Why do you not go into 
some other business?” ‘‘ Oh,” he replied, 
“T can’t do anything else.” There was 
the trouble. He understood no other | 
work, had never been tanght to foresee the 
possibility of being obliged to change em- | 
ployment, and had not been instructed how | 
to prepare against such need. He neither } 
knew how to perform other labor nor how | 
to go about getting it if he could do it, 


The invention of improved machinery, it | 
is asserted, has thrown out of employment 
many thousands of people every year. 
What does this prove | Not that machin- 
ery is a bad thing, but that these people 
are not properly taught. Did those who | 
assume the duty of instructing, teach that 
the progress of the arts is likely at any time 
to supersede present modes ofindustry, that 
workinen must, therefore, be always on the | 
watch for information which will enable 
them to make the change when the need 
for it comes, thatthey must keep them- 
selves informed as to the prospects, ever 
to learn new employments, and | 
striving to ascertain what wep dnites 
exist for getting other work and how to 
use such opportunities—did instructors 
give such teaching as this, workmen would 
be in far less danger of idleness, starvation 
and demoralization. A few years ago a| 
young man in New York, bred to the bar, 
resolve:l for reazons satisfactory to himself 
to change his profession to one much moro 
difficult, His friends viewed his action 
with alarm ; his parents oxpressed appro- 
hension ; but he preserved till his peculiar 
capacity for hia new business was generally 
and joyfully admitted. A short time since 
speaking of the subject at his home, ho 
said ‘‘Fathor, the best thing you ever did 
for me was to impress deeply on my’ mind 
that tho difficult part of business was to | 
got it, and to direct my thoughts to the 
importance of knowing how to get it.”

Give Your Children Trades, 


Since the method of apprenticing child- 
ren and binding them by ‘‘ indentures" to 
the service of masters for a given length 
of time has ceased to be the custom, we 
seldom hear of servitude without compen- 
sation. The idea of becoming an ay ppren~ 
tice has lost its terrors .to the boy that it 
formerly ponsessed, It is well it is 80 ; for 
in many cases, under the former regime, 
the privilege of the master and malstross: 
Baye rise to serious abuses, It was gener- 


| ally stipulated that the boy should receive 


4“ certain amount of schooling, and at 21 
years of age two suits of clothes, and 
sometimes a emall sum of money was added. 
This was in most cases the sole compensa- 
tion for the unremitting toil of eight or 
ten years, with only meagre food and scant 
clothing during the time ; and, unless the 
master taught the hoy a specific trade by 
which he could make his work on immedi- 
ate source of income, he was set adrift at 
that age with only his hands with which to 
carve hia fortune. No education that 
could help him ; no knowledge of the world 
outside of the neighborhood in which he 
lived ; no home training, except the stern 
discipline of his master's family, in which 
he was too often a servant instead of a 
companion of the children ; yet we could 
name many of our most respected and suc- 
cessful men that were subjected to just 
such training, showing that the right kind 
of material will eventually come to the sur- 
face and make itself felt. 

This course of treatment was much the 
same with girls—oftener with exceptions 
than in the case of boys. Within the re- 
collection of the writer, to “bind out” a 
girl was to take her out of the pale of re- 
spectability at once ; and unless she “fell 
into good hands” and became an adopted 
child, her life was one but little removed 
from slavery. 

Happily, the progress of events has de- 
veloped ways and means whereby a man 
who wishes to have his children taught any 
of the industrial arts, can place eat in 


to abject servitude. 

We would urge all parents to bring up 
their children in such a way that they can 
maintain themselves by remunerative labor. 
The time has arrived when it is just as 
necessary for girls to learn some regular 
employment as it is for boys. Marriage 
has ceased to be the ‘chief end and aim” 
of sensible girls. Matrimony is not a haven 
where rest from labor is found, but a con- 
dition where every faculty of mind and 


the celebrated ice-palace which was built in 
St. Petersburg according to the designs of 
Alexis Danilowitseh. 


It was made of the purest and most trans- 


parent ice cut out in great masses from the 
frozen Neva, and brought up to the build- 
ingsite by means ofcranes and pulleys The 
single blocks were worked out in the most 
accurate manner, and adorned with various 
architectural decorations ; when two com- 
pleted ones were to be placed upon each 
other, water was first poured between them 
which, freezing. at once united them ina 
single mass. Thus the whole building seem- 
ed to be cut out of one frozen whole, and 
the bluish tint of the pure ice made resem- 
ble one of those enchanted edifices carved 
out of a single diamond, of which we read 
as children in fairy tale: 

The house was forty-six feet long, eigh- 
teen broad, and twenty-one high. The 
front was divided by pillars into compart- 
ments, in each of which wes a window, the 


also of ice, were transparent and smooth ss 
ground glass ; at night they were generally 
lighted up from the inside, and then the 
whole house was illuminated by the softest 
arly light. The cenire division looked 
ike an entrance, the real inlets at the 
back consisting of two- moderately sized 
openings, about which were grouped flowers 


qnaint-looking birds, all made of ice and 
gaily painted, so as to resemble nature, The 
roof which surmounted the whole was flat, 
and surrounded by an ornamental balcony, 
decorated by statues standing upon low 
pedestals. Round the house was fixed an 
elaborate railing, also of ice, which enc 
ed a broad space for walking. In front of 
this enclosure stood six guns, three on 
each side. They were of the size of four- 
pounders, but being of ice, they were only 
Poaded with half n pound, and the balls, 
which consisted of press tow, would pierce 
through a board two inches thick from a 
distance of sixty steps without bursting tho 
gun, Oneach side lay a dolphin, which 
threw up lofty jets of naphtha at night,and 
so formed two beautiful fountains of fire. 
‘At both ends of the row of guns in front of 
the enclosure stood two pyramidal build- 
ings, on each of which was painted a sun 
dint. ‘They were lighted up at night with 
great paper lanterns. On tho left side of 
the house was a life-sized elephant ; upon 
his back was aman witha battle-axe, andin 
front two guides in Persian costume: The 
elephant was hollow, and spuxed from 
beneath his tusks twenty-four feet into the 
air by day a shower of water, and by night 
a feathered spray of glowing se At 
tho right side was an enormous bath, mado 
of round blocks of ice. 2 
Tho interior of the house was divided 
into three compartments—namely ; & 
spacious anteroom, and two side “eat 
iments : one of these was arranged as 6 bed. 
room, and contained—in addition toa table 
yorne by two figures, upon which were 
koe pfs dati Seeasket wad bottle 
apairof candlesticks and candles which were 
Alpped in naphtha, and shone at night 
without melting ; 4 looking glass and a 
little clock hung on the wall.

The avenues to remunerate work for wo- 
men are constantly widening, and the ap- 
proach to the same wages for the same ser- 
vices rendered by men is slow but sure, 
and blamable are those parents who do 
not give their girls the means of control- 
ling in a measure their circumstances by a 
well-defined occupation. We haye at this 
moment, in our mind’s eye, a young wreaaan 
a graduate of a popular seminary, who was 
left a year azo, by the death of her husband 
with a fine farm, with but little money, a 
few miles from a large city. With occas- 
ional advice from her father, she has carried 
on her farming operations successfully, 
laying up a small surplus every year, hiring 
a foreman, to whom she gives good wages 
and a share of the responsibility. Dun 
this time she has pursued her musical 
studies, that were laid aside at her mar- 
riage, and is educating her three children 
till they are old enough to go away from 
home. Another striking example of the 
superiority of intelligent power over the 
merely physical. 

When a number of boys cluster around 
the farmer’s fireside, it becomes a question 
of some import, What calling is best for 
them to pursue? It is seldom that more 
than one out of three boys are content to 
stay on the farm. It should first be ascer- 
tained what each, one is apparently best 
fitted for. A child that early develops a 
tact for handling and taste for using tools 
should be taught a trade, The mechanic 
arts are never crowded. And if a boy de- 
cide to be a farmer, the value of a year's 
time spent in learning to use various tools 
will come back to-him with profit. It is bet- 
ter for children to have money expended on 
preparing them to carn their own living 
than to keep them hampered and ignorant 
in youth, that you may lay up money to 
leave them at your death. One hundred 
dollars judiciously expended for a boy at 
16, will do him more good than $500 left 
him at 21. 

In Germany, we are told that when a 

young man wants tomarry, he must show 
to the proper authorities that he has been 
educated to a certain point, and must pro- 
duce a certificate that he has done somo 
trade or calling whereby he can support a 
family. Could we borrow a hint and make 
a somewhat similar provision, the numbers 
of our miserable poor might be materially 
lessened.

Mr. Wilmot called the attention of the Su- 
perintendent to the fact that the Gravel road

Mr. Flint moved for a grant ot $250 on the 
road between Bridgewater and Queensboro, 
provided the Elzevir Council will expend o 
like sum. 

Mr. Aylesworth opposed the motion, owing 
to the legislation at this session in opposition 
to grants, except in special cases,

Mr. Haggerty moved, seconded by Mr. Ash- 
ley, that the Warden and Hon. Mr. Flint take 
the necessary steps to defend the County in 
the action bronght by the Grand Junction 
Railway Company. 

Mr. Aylesworth considered that the resolu- 
tion was unnecessary, a similar motion having 
been passed last year, 

Mr. Flint said that Mr. McIntorh had been 
also served with a bill in this matter, and he 
supposed there would be no objection to the 
suits going on together, 

Mr. Wood «lid not wish for the cases to be 
mixed up, but for cach party to defend their 
own case. 

Some very eharp cross-firing here took place 
between Messrs. Flint and Wood, at the close 
of which the former gentleman expressed him- 
self willing to support a By-law to go before 


some way. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

Mr. White moved a resolution regarding 
a sottlement with the County’ Attorney as to 
office, which was withdrawn, on the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Wood. 

Mr. Flint went on to say that the sale of 
the Grand Junction stock to Mr, MeIntosh 
was an actual and bona fide sale, 

Mr. Jeffs moved that the T'reasurer be au- 
thorized to invest $2,500 of the Sinking Fund 
in Trenton debentures. He made this motion, 
as his municipality had suffered very severely 
from fire, and the debentures of local munici- 
palities being at a discount, he asked assist- 
ance of this kind. 

It was contended by Mr, Wood, in a brief 
discussion which took place, that the County 
Siuking Fund could not be invested in deben- 
tures which had to run a longer time than the 
debt which it was credited to meet. 

The resolution was passed, the matter to be 
looked after by the Commissioners. 

Mr. Wood introduced a By-law to levy the 
rate for the current year. 

Mr. Walker gave notice of a By-law re- 
garding the boundary lino road between Raw- 
don and Seymour. 

WAYS AND MEANS, 

In Committee on Ways and Means, several 

accounts were passed, 


them, unless it was determined to build iron 
bridges this year. 
Mr. Wilmot considered that his motion was 
calculated to serve an economical purpose, it 
being desirable to erect iron bridges, and, as 
somo of thoes adopted by western countios 
were socmingly of good design, it was desira: 
ble to examine them. 
Mr. Wood thought it would be better te 
send an engincer with the County Surveyor, 
rather than o Councillor, who could Scarcely 
be expected to have the necessary knowledge, 
It might be better to defer action until they 
decided to erect iron bridges. 

Mr. Wilmot bad originally wished to send 
the County Surveyor only, but several mem- 


| bers of the Council thought » Councillor ought 


to accompany him, ” 


Mr. Wood said his confidence had been 
shaken in some kinds of iron bridges by tho 
fall of the bridge at Peterborough, which 
bridge was of somewhat the ssme pattern ae 
that which they proposed to examine. Tho 
bridges in Belleville were of a good pattern, 
perhaps as good as could be got. 
Mr. White wished the Council to affirm the 
principlo of building iron bridges, and in- 
stanced the Grand Trunk bridge here as proof 
of their durability, 
Mr. Jefis considered it desirable to examine 
the bridges as propored, inan economical point 
of view. If they could save fifty percent. in 
the erection of a bridge, it would be 
a great object. Ho should favor the sending 
of an engincer to accompany Mr. Francis. 
Mr. Flint urged that they should eend an 
engincer, if any one, as it was necessary that 
the matter should be looked into by a thor- 
oughly competent person. 
M. Ashley thought a competent engineer 
could look at a plan and specifications and - 
give them an idea as to the cost and strength 
of the proposed structure, 
Mr. Farloy suggested Mr. George Keefer as 
a thoroughly competent engineer. 
Mr. Pearco thought Mr. Aylesworth com- 
petent to pronounce upon the merits of a 
bridge, and that he accompany the Surveyor+ 
Mr. Aylesworth said that as an enginoor he 
was rusty, and he suggegtéd that Mr. Keefer 
be consulted. The Surveyor could make an 
estimate fora bridge of wood across the Trent 
river, and a practical engineer make an oa- 
timate for an iron bridge at the same point. — 
Mr. Wood thought that iron would be most 
suitable for long bridges, but wood hé con- 
sidered would answer best for short bridges. 
The matter could be left over until noxt 
session. 
Mr, Wilmot then withdrew his motion. 
| BY-LAWS.

Committee rose, reported progress, and ask- 
ed leave to ait again—Granted.

Mr, Jeffa thought that it was necossary,

laid over till to-morrow. 

Committee rose. 

Mr. Wood gave notice of a By-law for the 
appointment of Examiners.

So far the crops in this section of the 
Province, and indeed in Ontario generally, 
are looking tolerably well, though late 
sown grain is much in want of rains In 
the Western States much apprehension is 
expressed at the probable destruction of the 
crops by the grasshoppers and locusts, moro 
particularly in Missouri and Kansas, within 
which states it is hoped the ravages of these 
posts will be confined, In addition to tho 
grasshoppers and locusts it is asserted that 
the chinch bug is at its work of destruction, 
oxtonding its operations over a large por- 
tion of the Wostern Territory. The potato 
bug is also doing its work of destruction, 
though tho Western farmer is no longer 
dismayed at its appearance. Tho army 
worm is also among the pests that infost 
the growing crops in the Western States, 
> Notwithstanding all these draw-backs, tho 
Prairie Farmer of the Sth inst., says: 


“Tn géneral, the reason’! Prospects are fine. 
Thongh a little late in its arrival, better weather 
for growing crops coukl not be manufactured 
by any process yet used for the purpose. ‘The 
exrth Ye warming up to its great work and tho 
rains are falling with just that dash and fre- 
quency that set all vegetation crazy with effort 
to get on in the world and amount to something 
before the frosts of autumn. Tho corn acreage 
will be enormous—far greater than these prairies 
were over burdened with before. Where wi 
ter wheat has failed, and there are many places 
where it has, sadly, the spring grains have taken 
its place. And wo shall have some fruit. Pas- 
turage is good, the grass tender and sweet, and 
beef and mutton are being manufactured at 
rates that will astonish the stock yards people 
when tho June crop comes in, Meadows are 

iving excellant promise, except in a few locali- 
fice that we hear of, where the drought has not 
been broken. We shall soon know more of tho 
oats, spring wheat, barley and rye, but now the 
prospect generally is most flattering.”

Crops aro good in Cape Breton. 

In Huron County the crops look well. 

In Kent County tho prospects for tho 
fruit crop are good. 

The apple crop in the County of Oxford

_ A correspondent of the Hamilton Times 
asserts that tho fall wheat in this County 
is ‘a great failure.” This is not the truth. 
Atrip through this county has shown that 
although thocrop has suffered greatly, fields 
which were about bare are now looking well, 
and improving rapidly under the warm 
weather and showers of the past month. 
Spring grain,under the influence of the late 
fine weather, is looking very good ; timothy 
meadows look well, and clover looks toler- 
able.

Where this 
is not the case it would seem to ariso from the | 
fact that there is no very «lefinite form in which 
the substance is prepared. A piece of butter, 
fer instance, whether ‘'a pat” or ‘a pound,” | 
pever requires the same kind of individuality, 
if we may venture #0 to say, which belongs to | 
#4 cheese,” or ‘a cake,” so we cannot call it | 
“a butter.” : 

Language is very capricious. We might have |

Every person insures now-a-days, and 
therefore every ono is interested in what 
the law of insuranco really is; and the 
position insurers stand to tho Company 
taking risks through the agent who makes 
the survey, An interesting case iv now 
before the Courts, the final decision of 
which will settle an important point now 
in dispute. The facts are that “Messrs. 
“Wyrp & Dancra, dry-goods merchants, 
“formerly of Hamilton, but now of Toronto, 
“in 1871-effected an insurance on their 
“stock, then in a warehouse on King 
“atrocet west, Hamilton, in the Liverpool, 
“London, and Globe Company. On August 
“9th, the local agent of the Company 
“agroed to take the risk, giving an interim 
“receipt for premium paid, subject to tho 
“approval of the head office, but insuring 
“the goods meanwhile, On the following 
“day the plaintiffs notified the agent that 
“they had added to their promises two flats 
“in the adjoining storo (No. 273), and had 

“removed part of their stock into theso 


‘visited the premises, and examined tho 
“position thereof, The agent told the 
“plaintiffs that the risk had by such open- 
“ings been increased, and an additional pre- 
“mium must be paid. The plaintiffs re- 
“marked that, at any prico, their stock 
“must be insured, and thereupon the agent 
“addressed the head office in Montreal, 
‘stating the fact that these cuttings had 
“been made, and that in consequence he 
“had told the plaintiffs that the premium 
‘must be increased. An increased pre- 
“‘mium was fixed, and paid by the 23rd of 
“September, and the policy issued immedi- 
“ately thereafter, dated as of the 9th of 
“August, on the face of which was written : 
“N. B.—There is an opening in the east 
“end gable of above, through which com- 
‘munication is had with the adjoining 
‘house, which is occupied by one O. as a 
“coal oil store, otc."’ A short time after 
this extra premium was paid, the premises 
wero burned, and the goods insured de- 
stroyed. But it will be scen that ‘between

That this ia an age of Railways there is 
no need to attempt to prove, and yot there 
ian groator dogree of caution in Railway 
synovements than heretofere, The late moct- 
ing of Railway men in Toronto shows un- 
mistakably that the day of putting capital 
into these enterprises, unless on a fair aub- 
stantial commercial basis, is past. Rail- 
roads must and will continue to be built, 
The country noeds them ; the necessity of 
the times demands them; andyet tho ox- 
perience of the past is such that the day of } 
reckless investmont in these undertakings 
is well-nigh over. If we will havo 
railways, we must look the financial foun- 
dation necessary for them squarely in the 
face, and the sooner the better. 

We havo been led to make these remarks 
by the action of tho Belleville and North 
Hastings Railway Company, at tho last 
meeting of the County Council. It was 
expected that a By-law would have been 
submitted asking aid by the way of bonus 
to this enterprise from the County. The 
reason why it was not, has been given by 
the President of the Road, A. F. Wood, 
Esq.

waro lest any man spoil you through phil- 
osophy and vain deceit, after tho tradition 
of men, after the rudiments of men and 
not of Christ.” 


The Christian religion was not sent into 
the world to be daintily handled and held 
sacred from inquiry and opposition. It had 
to be tested by reason and logic, and if it 
could not stand such tost it must fall. Our 
Lord himself did not come into the world | 
to be petted and fondled, to enjoy rank 
and station and the pleasures of life, but to 
face opposition, to endure persecution and | 
to suffer an ignominious death.

PROHIBITION. 


On this great question of moral reform, 
the country has witnessed the rapidity with 
which people can ch their views, when 
they beliove the continued advocacy of 
them will injure their political frionds. The 
question of Prohibition has been agitated 

sfor the last quarter of a century, and pro- 
hibitory laws have been passed and their 
workings tested in different States of tho 
neighboring Union. Thoso who have made 
the question a political hobby, npon which 
*to ride into office, andsome who have car- 
ried petitions from door to door, praying 
tho Legislature to pass a Prohibitory Liquor 
Law, haye declared over and over again 
that the only means of stay 
of intemperance and preventing the evils 
which arise from it, was by the passage of 
a law which would prevent the manufac- 
ture, importation and salo of liquors in the 
Dominion. No sooner, however, did the 
friends of this particular class of teototalors 
obtain power than they began to soo the 
question in a different light, The country 
waa not prepared for it—people had to be 
educated up'to the standard—in short, the 
time had not come to pass sucha law ; nor 
will it arrive, we suppose, until a change of 
Ministry takes place, when the fear of plac- 
ing political friends in an embarrassing 
position will no longerexist, Whether the 
Prohibitory Liquor Law League justifies 
this course in the exponents of its views 
we know not, If thay do, thoy had better 
adopt a new method of educating the poo 
"ple, and not flood the Legislatures of the 
Dominion and Provinces with petitions, 
and then, when the question comes up 
fairly and squarely, say no, it is not ripe— 
the people are not oducated and the coun- 
try ia not ready for it yet.

Smelting in Canada. 


(To the Editor of the Globe.) 

Sim,—I have read with much satisfac- 
tion in yesterday's issue of the Globe your 
article upon pig iron, in which you ask the 
question why smelting works should not 
be erected and worked with success in 
Canada? There is no reason whatever. 
It is a wellk nown fact that Canadian iron 
ores are equal in richness and purity to 
any in the world, and their character has 
been well established in the United States, 
where they have been used for a number 
of years. To give you some idea of the 
quantity furnished to our more enterpris- 
ing neighbors, the Marmora Iron Mines 
alone shipped to Cleveland no less than 
36,000 tons in 1873 and 28,000 _tons in 
1874, besides which large quantities were 
shipped from Kingston and other points to 
the same place. Some short time ago, I 
recollect, an effort was made by the owners 
of the Snowdon iron mines to establish a 
company in this city for the purpose of 
smelting theore from their mines ; but 
| which was abandoned in consequence of 
| the very poor encouragement they_met 

with. Isee, however, by the Port era 
papers that a movement is now being ma 
there to erect smelting works at that point, 
and as that town has, or will soon have, 
direct railroad communication with the 
mines via Midland and Victoria, roads, 
should fancy it would be a good point. 
But we in Toronto have been culpably

Taking into consideration its varied ad- 
vantages and facilities for shipment by rail 
‘and water, the prophecy mado by far-see- 
ing mon may yet be realized, that it is des- 
tined to become the largest manufacturing 
city in America. 

Who shall deny to our Town of Belleville 
its just aspivations ? South of us, anthra- 
cite coal. North of us, ore beds, the rich- 
est in metallic iron of any in the known 
world. Who shall rival or defeat our aims ? 
Brayely and wisely -has the Town of Belle- 
ville taken the first stop to reap for itself 
and the County, the advantages of our po- 
sition as regards the production of manu- 
factured iron, Tho day will surely arrive 
when all those enterprises that demand 
large” quantities of that precious metal to 
feed them, will come into existence here, 
and their products be distributed by boat 

and rail throughout the length and breadth 
of the Dominion. Woe trust our readers 
will peruse with care the letters and dis- 
cussions inthe Toronto papers upon this 
subject. 

It will hereafter, undoubtedly, be a source 
of pride to our people that we haye put 
ourselves in the van of this movement to 
start anew industry. We cannot be sur- 
prised that Toronto and Port Hope haye 
suddenly awakened, and wonder indeed 
how they could have slept so long. Is it 
not quite time when even benighted Utah 
is before us! More than 700 furnaces in 
the United States, anda beginning here 
only talked of. Jt remains now for the 
people to be determined that nothing shall 
stand in the way of the success of tho 
coming enterprise. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that suitable protection be awarded by 
4 re-adjustment of the tariff, and in this 
iatter let us learn from our neighbors. 
There is a lesson for us also, in theircourse, 
with regard to the Union Pacific Railway, 
which was required to be laid with native 
iron, We are about to build a Pacific Rail- 
way, the track of which throughout should 
be of Bessomer steel, produced in Canada. 
Had that patriotic course been decided 
upon at first, an impetus would have been 
given to the production of iron and steel 
that would have placed it second only to 
the great agricultural interest of our land,

A Good Election Law. 


There is, it sooms, according to a Lon- 
don paper,  proyision in the French elec- 
tion law, which would be of great service 
if applied in thiscountry. This enactment 
provides that a member whose return is pe- 
titioned against may sit in the House, and 
may introduce motions and speak upon any 
subject ; but—and this is the best part of 
the law—the member may not vote, nor is 
he entitled to pay for the time which ho sits 
in the House. Under the operation of such 
a law as this, we fancy that such pure pat- 
riots as Dymond, of North York; Wilke 
of Centre Toronto; Maclennan, of Vict 
and others of that ilk would not waste their 
valuable time, when no pay could be had 
for it. We fancy that the country would 
not regret such a loss, as money would be 
gained, and agreat deal of wasted eloquence 
would be saved tothe gentlemen themselves. 
Again, the spectacle of surrounding” pe- 
titioners would not be witnessed, as the 
effect of the law would be to make both 
parties to the petition equally anxious to 
haye it disposed of, and the question be 
tween the rival parties decided as quickly 
as possible. ‘This aystom must naturally 
commend itself to those who are so ardent 
in their professions of desire for a law whic h 

will secure purity of election. Under the 
present Act, the great difficulty has been to 
got the cases brought forward for trial, and 
as this system would have the effect of 
curing speedy trial, it would therefore be 
4b Improvement on the existing system.

Panis Greex.—While many authorities 
recommend that Paris green be dusted 
over potato vines attacked by the Colorado 
beetle, it is confessed by all that the use of 
tho poison In this manner is attendod with 
considerable danger, asthe dust is too 
poisonous to be inhaled with impunity. 
Then, too, Paris groen can only be applied 
dry while the dew is on. Paris green may 
be applied in water at any time and with- 
out danger from dust. A small tablespoon- 
fal of Paris green is suflicient for a pailful 
of water. It should be sprinkled on witha 
brush. If put on dry, one pound of Paris 
green may be mixed with 125 pounds ef 
ground plaster,

PROTESTED ELECTIONS, 


“Tt may well be said by the persons en- 
“gaged in this election on the side of Mr, 
‘Meredith, ‘Our hands are clean and our 
‘conscience clear. So said Chancellor 
Spragge, in délivering judgment in the case 
of the London contested election, aftor hay- 
ing heard all tho witnesses that the Grit 
party could put into the box to prove Mr. 
Meredith and his Conservative supporters 
guilty of bribery and corruption at the last 
local election for the city of London. This 
decision alone, coming from so eminent a 
judge, would under ordinary circumstances 
be a sufficient compensation for the slan- 
ders uttered. against individuals, and the 
trouble and annoyance to which Mr. Mero- 
dith and his supporters haye been subjected 
in this prosecution. But in this instance, 
as in the case of West Hastings, the utmost 
disregard of truth and of consequences was 
manifested, in the hope of lighting upon 
some act which might be construed into a 
violation of the law. Therefore wo cordi-

BALLOONING 1 


A Dangerous Zrial Voyage. 


HOURS ON THE WATERS OF 
LAKE ONTARIO, 


GREAT HARDSHIPS EXPERIENCED, 


(From the Leader, June 26,) 


At about Pp, m. the gentlemen who were 
to make tho Yoyage in the great balloon, 
. T, Barnum, were introduced to 

Prof. W. H. Donaldson and had a conyerea- 
gentleman on the subject of 
“ronautic expeditions. The ‘performance 
at the Hippodrome haying coneluded, the 
pene assembled, im- 

mediately went ont of the large tent to wit. 
ness the ascension of the balloon. Ata quarter 


iste five the balloon ascended, there being in 


be car Prof. Donaldson, Mr. Pirie, of 

n, Mr. W. Charles of The Leader, and Mr. 
Devine. Tho wind was then blowing im an 
easterly direction and in a very short » of 
time the balloon rose to an elevation of about 
one thousand yards, The ascent atill contin. 
ued until an altitude of a mile and » half was 
reached. The current then swept the balloon 
some distance on the Iake, but veri round, 
soon brought it back again over the mainland. 
THR APPEARANCE OF THE cITy. 


Looking down upon the City, the extreme 
regularity of the streets was remarkable ; eve. 
ry line of the buildings could be distinctly 
traced, and the animals and human ‘bein, 
assumed.a lillipution appearance. From eke 
time of the ascension the balloon was driven 
in an easterly direction, and when at Scarboro 
was «riven out over the lake for some miles ; 
and at this point Mr. Donaldson, in order to 
prepare all the gentlemen in his com iy, said. 
that it was likely the night would Lave tobe 
peased upon the Lake. He, by reason of his 
great meteorological experience, concluded 
that land could not be reached. He spoke of 
tho difficulties that were before them, not try- 
ing to disguise any of the dangers likely'to 
encountered, at the same timé time keeping 
perfectly calm himself. His t object was 
to keep the ballon floating as Jong as possible, 
and instructions were given to be very carefal 
as regaried the expenditure of ballast. The 
balloon began to descend with some ra idity, 
travelling through the air at the same time at 
4 very fast rate, in an éasterly direction. At 
this time the various towns along tho shore 
of the lake were to be distinctly seen; first 
Oshawa was to be seen at the distance of about 
four miles, and hopes were entertained by the 
occupants of the air-ship that they would land 
near that town; but soon these hopes wera 
dispelled, and then Whitby was their next 
hope. The wind at this time was blowing 
south-east, and carried the balloon within a 
distance of about a mile of the town of Whit- 
by, and orders were here given by Professor 
Donaldson as to the means by which the an- 
chor and the grappling irons were to be thrown 
out, Unfortunately the idea of landing there 
was dissipated, as a strong wind swept off the 
land and carried the voyageurs far out over 
the Lake, So far were they driven out that 
the opposite shore was to be seen more dis- 
tinctly than the home side, ~ 
OVER THE LAKE. 

Again the wind veered round and they 
neared the north shore and soon arrived with- 
in about five miles of land, pony in the 
neighborhood of Cobourg. en the balloon, 
which had not been properly inflated for = 
long voyage—all those on board expecting to 
be absent only for a few hours,—-began to de- 
scend, and at 5:45 the drag-rope touched the 
water. The deacent now became much more 
rapid and second after second the water ap- 
peared with greater distinctness. Bag after 
fe of sand was thrown out, and the excite- 
ment became most intense, and at the same 
time most interesting to those who were being 
carried throgh the air. The basket seemed 
to oscillate in the most violent manner, and 
by the explanation of the Professor they 
found this was caused by the motion of the 
waves in the lake below, No perceptible 
difference was to be discovered in the down- 
ward motion of the balloon. In half a minute 
from the time the rocking of the basket was 
first observed, the car tonched the water and 
submerged to the extent of about two feet. 
At the same time the balloon kept the most 
perfect equilibrinm. There was then no 
Ta ger hesitation about getting rid of the 
sand, and all waa thrown out with the excep- 
tion of a few bags, which were reserved in 
the event of a still greater emergency, Far 
out into the lake they were driven, and yery 
soon the opposite shore was as near as that 
which had been left, in fact from appearances 
rathor nearer, 

SIGHTING A VESSEL, 
Professor Donaldson, who had, as already 


| stated, from the beginning told those in com- 


pany with him of what they might expect, 
namely, a night in the lake, requested every 
one to keep a sharp look out for any vesse!

Thus 
will the patriotic idea of the founders of the 
Dominion be carried out to the fullest ex- 
tent, and ‘the true North’ become unit 
in fact, as itiain heart and sentiment, long, 
wo trust, to continue to be ‘the brightest 
jewel in Britain's crown.” 

Confederation has worked wonders. «It 
has brought the scattered and isolated Pro- 
yinces which existed previous to its adopt- 
tion, into a close and fraternal connexion, 
each thereby learning the resources of the 
other, and finding it to the common inter 
est to) promote the general prosperity.
